Flatly accusing Preston Arkwright and the Georgia Power Company of throttling Geor- 
gia’s development, Gov. Arnall yesterday reiterated his charges that railroads and utili- 
ties are conspiring to block passage of the amendment which would allow governors to serve 
successive terms. Answering an earlier denial by Mr. Arkwright that the power com- 


pany has taken any part in the legislative fight, Gov. Arnall said:

The legislative fight over the “draft Arnall” movement turned into 
a hectic battle of verbal slugging yesterday, with Gov. Arnall accus-

His remark drew a quick and’for the amendment, although he’ 


bitter retort from House Speaker 
Roy V. Harris, spearhead of the 
opposition in the legislature, and 
@ denial from the Georgia Power 
Company that it was interested in 
the “draft Arnall” movement one 
way or the other. The power 
company said Arnall had threat- 
ened “to gut” it if the alleged op- 
position continued. 

Harris asserted that “Little Boy 
Blue had lost his head and blown 


his top. 

The title of “Little Boy Blue” 
was the one used by former Gov. 
Talmadge when he was campaign- 
ing against Arnal) in Arnall’s suc- 
cessful race for the governorship. 
“PERSONAL FEUD” 

The statements of the two— 
Arnall and Harris—were a a 
“personal level,” with the Gover- 
mor contending that Harris was 
speaker of the house by virtue of 
Arnall’s friends, and Harris an- 
swering that “Little,Boy Blue was 
perfectly satisfied with my services 
and my statesmanship before he 
lost his head. My statesmanship 
has gone down in his estimation 
when he put me in a position 
where I could no longer go along 
with him. 

“So far as FP am concerned, I! 
am not in coalition with any cor- 
porations, any public utilities, or 
any candidates for governor. 


has not yet said whether he will 
seek re-election if it is passed by 
the legislature and ratified by the 
people in an Aug. 7 election. 


In his statement, Arnall de- 
clared: 


“As proof of my statement that 
the railroads, the Georgia Power 
Company, certain candidates for 
governor and some other public 
utilities have joined hands to de 
feat the will of the people, I will 
direct the attention of the people 
of Georgia to the roll-call vote 
when it is made in the senate and 
house.” 


Arnall contends that the session 
was convened on the call of the 
legislators who signed a petition 
knowing that the “draft Arnall” 
amendment would be submitted, 
that it would be the principal busi- 
ness of the session.

- Arnall-Harris Rift Nears Head 
As Legislators Ready To Vote

Georgia's hottest political figh 
gince the Tom Hardwick-Tom Wat 
gon campaign of 1920 will come to 
@ heac today when the general as- 
sembly reaches the voting stage on 
the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to let Gov. Arnall succeed 
himself for another term. 

In the fight hinges the political 
future of the dynamo from Rich- 
mond county, House Speaker Roy 
V. Harris, and the course of action 
which Arnall will follow for the 
rest of his term—and possibly an- 
other four-yeaf term. These two, 
former political allies, are split 
wide apart, and are vieing person- 
ally for the legislative votes neces- 
sary to carry their respective aims 
—Harris to kill the amendment, 
Arnall to carry it. 

Gov. Arnall, until yesterday con- 
tent to let his friends and asso- 
ciates carry the fight, entered the 
fray himself, personally attempt 
ing to hold the necessary two- 
thirds vote of both houses for the 
amendment's passage. 

HARRIS HITS PRESSURE 

Harris, regarded as a guberna- 
torial aspirant and an almost cer- 
tain candidate for the office had 
not the “Draft Arnall” movement 
come along, lashed at pressure 
being put on members of the as- 
sembly for their votes. 

He said the pressure was com- 
ing from the Governor’s office for 
“Little Boy Blue’s campaign for 
re-election. 

Harris’ use of the term “Little 
Boy Blue” shows the personal 
stage to which the fight has grown 
between the two titans of Georgia 
politics. 

He borrowed it from former 
Gov. Talmadge, whose downfall 
Harris once helped bring about 
and upon which he rose to power 
in the legislature. Talmadge used 
the term to describe Arnall when 
he was running against the pres- 
ent Governor three years ago. 

Political observers de not expect 
the rift to end with the assembly’s 
vote on the “Draft Arnall” amend- 


>vote goes, for the fight has reached‘ 


such a stage that Harris and Ar- 
nall probably never will bring 
themselves together again as polit- 
ical allies. 

But the fight, so far as Harris 
is conce@hmed, is regarded as his 
“do or die” effort in Georgia pol- 
tics. 

Harris could win the amend- 
ment fight, but lose his control 
of the house to a large extent. 

A constitutional amendment re- 
quires a two-thirds vote. Should 
the amendment fail by only a few 
votes, it would mean that a ma- 
jority of the members voted with 
Arnall, and the lines drawn in the 
vote are expected to stand for a 
long time as a permanent line-up 
between Arnall and Harris. 

A test of strength between Arnall 
and Harris in the house may come 
early this morning on something 
other than the amendment. The 
Governor yesterday told the house 
members that the speaker could 
not pass a single bill that would 
adversely affect the Highway De- 
partment, and he added that Har- 
ris was elected speaker on_ the 
strength of his friendship with the 
Governor. 

Recounting that his strength 
helped elect Arnall governor, Har- 
ris said he might carry out his 
threat to offer a bill reorganizing 
the Highway Department. He 
made the threat Tuesday when he 
said he found highway board 
members putting pressure on legis- 
lators.

In a reference apparently made 
to Speaker Harris, Gov. Arnall 
said: “As long as I am governor, 
I will be governor. I will not sur- 
render that right to any man who 
undertakes to play on my team 
and at the same time is playing 
with the forces that have so long 
wrought havoc in the state.” 


The constitutional amendment 
comes up for final reading and de- 
bate in both the senate and house 
today, with both sides claiming 
victory. Both branches held brief 
sessions yesterday to read the 
amendment for the second time. 
Supporters of the amendment pre- 
dict the session will end Saturday, 
the measure being passed in the 
record time of five days. Oppo- 
nents think the measure will be 
killed and the assembly adjourned

Continues 
In Syria 


French Battle To 
Hold Damascus as 


Near East Seethes 


BEYROUTH, May 30.—(UP)— 
Lebanon tonight called volunteers 
to the colors as the explosive Near 
East situation grew more critical, 
and French troops, fighting Arab 
irregularys in Syria, were reported 
to have occupied the parliament 
building in the capital of Damascus. 

Arab tribesmen, west of the 
Djebel Druse, were reported to 
have attacked French troops in 
Houran province and to have 
captured several garrisons. French 
officials here said they had lost 
contact with their outposts. 

The situation was obscure, but 
it was feared that several thousand 
of the fanatic Druse tribesmen had 
risen against their old enemies, the 
French, with whom they fought a 
sanguinary war in 1926. 


CALL FOR VOLUNTEERS 


Although no direct government 
action had been taken by either of 
the Levant states against France, 
Lebanese President Bechara El] 
Khoury signed a decree calling for 
volunteers between the ages of 18 
and 35. Several bureaus were 
established to handle the “National 
Guard.” 

The fiercest fighting was cen- 
tered at Damascus, where French 
troops employed warplanes as well 
as mortars and artillery in fighting 
the irregulars. The French said 
that Syrian gendarmes, backed by 
partisans, led the assaults against 
French positions in Damascus. The 
natives apparently had planned 
the attack carefully, one French 
official said, although thefe was 
“no reason to believe the. Syrian 

involved.”*. 


Meanwhile, “Syrian President 
Shuki El Kuwatly appealed to U. 
S. Minister George Wadsworth 
and British Minister Terrance 
Shong for immediate intercession. 
He also protested the French air 
bombardment of Damascus. 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
told commons late today that the 
Levant situation had “greatly de- 
teriorated” during the past few 
hours and that the British cabinet 
was in session to consider what 
action Great Britain should take. 

An American official in Wash- 
ington disclosed that “high level” 
consultations were proceeding 
there in connection with the tense 
Levantine situation. It was un- 
derstood that President Truman 
and the military high command 
were participating in the discus- 
sions. 4 
DAMASCUS BOMBED? 

Late reports said the fighting in 
Damascus had subsided somewhat 
toward evening but, with French 
forces holding the Syrian seat of 
government, it was lieved that 
the battle was far from finished. 
French planes were reported to 
have bombed and strafed both Da- 
mascus and the town of Hama, to 
the north. The reports were con- 
flicting and one version was that 
only a single plane had attacked 
Damascus. 

Parts of the Syrian parliament, 
the Syrian government house and 
the Orient Palace hotel in Da- 
mascus already had been damaged 
by shelling when the French 
broke into the parliament building 
early this morning after blowing 
ate with a shell 
from a 75-millimeter gun. 

Armed civilians were said to 
have launched another attack on 
the French barracks and troops in 
Damascus. Many were killed and 
wounded on both sides. 
COMMUNICATIONS CUT. 

Civilian communications be- 
tween Damascus and Beyrouth 
were cut. The American legation 
here said that the U. S. consul in 
Damascus rode in a British ar- 
mored car from the consulate to 
confer with President Kuwatly. 

The explosive situation through- 
out the states of Syria and Leb. 
anon stemmed from French de- 
mands for certain exclusive privi- 
leges in the two countries which 
they were apparently determined 
not to grfant. 

One report by the British Broad- 
casting Company quoted the 
prime minister of Syria as saying: 

“Our aim is to liquidate all our 
former relations with France. We 
shall not give strategic bases and 
there is no question of the French 
enjoying any privileges here 
which other nations do not enjoy 
equally.”

99 PCT. SURVIVE 
GERMAN CAMPS 


WASHINGTON, May 30.— 
(P)—The American Red 
Cross said tonight that more 
than 99 per cent of United 
States prisoners of var in 
Germany have survived their 
hardships and are gradually 
returning home. 

The high percentage, the 
Red Cross said in a general 
letter distributed to families 
of war prisoners, was due “in 
great part to the correct ob- 
servance by the American 
Army of the Geneva conven- 
tion.” 

“Much anxiety appears to 
have been caused in the Unit- 
ed States by the lack of 
understanding of the differ- 
ence between concentration 
camps and prisoner of war 
camps,” the letter said. “The 
latter, so far as American and 
other Allied prisoners of war 
(except Soviet Russian) were 
conceried, enjoyed the pro- 
tection of the Geneva conven- 
tion.”

OPA Administrator Chester 
Bowles estimated® that meat sold 
over the counter in retail stores 
during June would be seven per 
cent less than this month. 
* June meat supplies were esti- 
mated as_ follows: 73,530,000 
pounds of beef compared to 80,- 
220,000 in May; 23,040,000 pounds 
of veal compared to 17,730,000 
pounds in May; 11,010,000 pounds 
of lamb compared to 11,670,000 
pounds; 2,190,000 pounds of mut- 
ton compared to 1,110,000 pounds; 
91,240,000 pounds of pork com- 
pared to 103,590,000 pounds. 


Point values of most pork cuts, 
beef, veal, lamb and mutton, and 
all kosher meat will remain un- 
changed. 

Fatbacks were increased three 
points to eight points a pound; 
plate bacon was increased three 
points to eight points a pound. 
Pork sides, aged and dry-cured, 
were increased one point to nine

The point values will be effec- 
tive from June 3 to June 30. 

The supply of creamery butter 
for June is expected to remain at 
about 80,000,000 pounds.

Hart pointed out that Birming- 
ham, 419 miles from the Gulf, al- 
ready has a barge channel via the 
Warrior and Tombigbee rivers to 
Mobile. In other words, Birming- 
ham shippers have a great ad- 
vantage over those of Atlanta as 
the result of this inland waterway

He further said that the Army 
engineers have approved a water- 
way development between Mont- 
gomery and Mobile and a canal 
from the Tennessee river to the 
Warrior.

The Issue of 
The Special Session 


Georgia's legislature will debate, and may 

ballot today, on the proposed amendment to the 

| constitution which would allow Georgians to re- 

elect a governor as they are permitted to re-elect a representative, 
a mayor, a United States senator or congressman, 


A great many persons are confused because, unfortunately, the 
average person pays little attention to politics. 


Here are the A B C’s of the measure which will be debated 
today and which may be decided by legislative ballot. 


The committee revising the constitution included a provision 
that no constitutional amendment may be voted on, if the new con- 
stitution should be adopted in the balloting on it next August, ex- 
cept at the time when the legislature is being elected. That would 
mean every two years. 


It was charged that this was a trick by foes of Gov. Arnall to 
prevent a legislature friendly to him presenting such an amendment 
to the people in 1946, permitting Gov. Arnall then to become a 
candidate. 


Oddly enough, this provision seems to have gone largely un- 
noticed. Gov. Arnall was not offering, as a candidate and did not 
have any desire to offer. ? 


Nevertheless, various members of the legislature, despite the 
fact they could get no encouragement from him, and discovering 
this clause in the new constitution, met and decided to act. They 
were of necessity hurried because the law further provides any 
constitutional amendment must be advertised nine weeks before the 
election at which it is before the people. They had to have a 
decision before June 6. 


Led by Ben Fortson, of Washington-Wilkes, the legislative com- 
mittee obtained more than the required three-fifths majority in each 
house. The Governor had no alternative but to call the special 
session. The law requires him so to do on presentation of a peti- 


tion signed by three-fifths of each house.

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Geography Lessons 
About Pacific Needed 


They say public interest in the war with Ja- 
pan is more intense in the far west than in our 
own eastern part of the country. Not having 

been west since the war began, I couldn’t comment on that report. 

However, it is obvious that, among most of our people, the Pa- 
cific war does not touch our emotions so sharply as did the war 
with Germany. Of course, it is scarcely necessary to interpolate 
that there are numerous exceptions to this general rule, the excep- 
tions being the families and friends of men who are fighting in the 
Pacific struggle. It is real enough to them, we know. 

But it would require a particularly unobservant and obtuse in- 
dividual not to feel a sense of let down, of lessened impact of the 
war news, since the war with Germany came to an end. 

There are a number of more or less obvious reasons for this. 
There is one reason which, as an observer on the sidelines, I think 
is important and worth some discussion. 

That is, the lack of knowledge as to the geography of the Pa- 
cific area, of China and of the whole scene of the far-flung combat, 
combined with the terrific distances involved. 


Most of us, when reading dispatches from 
We Knew Europe Europe, knew pretty closely where the vari- 
ous cities or towns mentioned are located. We could approximate, 
in our mental map of Europe, the location of Aachen, of Cherbourg, 
of Strassbourg and Breslau and Rostock and Murmansk and Pilsen, 
and etc., etc., etc. At least, with the aid of the maps of the various 
areas published in our newspapers, we could follow the strategy 
and the tactics of the European campaign with intelligence and 
realism. 

We just can’t do that, in many instances, when we read reports 
of battle developments in China or among the scattered islands of 
the Pacific. Most of us can’t picture, as we read, the strategic im- 
portance of the capture of Nanning or Pingyiang or some other 
oddly *named—to us—town in China. We haven't, as a matter of 
fact. a workable idea of China as a whole, geographically, and we 
have difficulty remembering the comparative location of the vari- 
ous provinces, let alone the towns. 

Yet the place is so huge it is extremely difficult to draw a map 
which will give the detailed information we require and at the 
same time show the strategic relationships of a localized campaign 
to the whole. 

Again, there is the difficulty, with so large an area, of pictur- 
ing the relative positions, in their interlocking importance, on a flat 
map. So much of the globe’s area is involved we should, really, 
try to picture it on a globular trajectory, if you get what I mean. 

We could, of course, use a globe, which can be purchased in any 
book or map store. Then we run smack into the old difficulty of 
the unavoidable lack of detail, 


° You would think that almost everybody 
Names in the News would by now have a reasonably good 
idea of the geographic location of some of the places which have 
Such as Okinawa, Iwo Jima, the 
Ryukyus, the Aleutians, Formosa, Burma, Malaya, Singapore, Guam, 
the Marianas, and so on. ' 

Yet a recent survey by the Gallup poll revealed only one-third 
of the people questioned knew where Okinawa is, while only 14 per 
cent knew that Singapore is in British Malaya. Speaking of Singa- 
pore, here are some of the answers to the question as to where it 
is located: China, Burma, England, India, France, South America, 
Manila, Europe, somewhere in Africa. 

Don’t laugh, because you went to college and have an idea it is 
only uneducated persons who would give answers like that. Only 
37 per cent of college graduates knew where Singapore is. 

Guam, as you should know, is Adm, Nimitz’ advance headquar- 
ters. Yet only 28 per cent of the persons polled knew where it is 
and less than half of the college graduates knew. 

If it is important for homefront morale that our people realize 
to the full the difficult and desperate struggle still ahead before the 
last member of the Axis is crushed, it seems to me necessary that, 
somehow, some intensive lessons in the geography of the East be 

iven. 
' The best way, I believe, would be through familarity with maps 
of the area. But. as said, it is extremely difficult to combine detail 
with comprehensive coverage of the war area. The newspapers, 
I know, will do their best by publishing the best maps they can find. 

But there still remains the perplexing problem of how to teach 
our people, generally, where Tarakan is and why it is important 
to our coming victory. (Tarakan adjoins Borneo. Now, students, 
where is Borneo?)

Higgins’ Proposal 
For Vice Presidency 


WASHINGTON—Andrew J. Higgins, the dy- 
namic New Orleans shipbuilder, has come for 
ward with a constructive proposal for dealing 

with the vice presidency. 


_ Almost no change has been made in the duties of the office of 
vice president since the founding of the republic. Its functions are 
about the same they always were. 


Except in unusual times, such as marked the Roosevelt third 
term, the vice president serves no useful part in the government. 
His sole constitutional responsibility is to preside over sessions of 
the senate, a function that might easily be dispensed with. Even 
there he has a vote only in case of a tie, which comes rarely and 
often on matters of unimportance. 


The senate could just as well elect its own presiding officer, 
as they lower house does and as the senate itself has been com- 
pelled to do a number of times in the past and at the present time. 
For when the president dies and the vice president succeeds him, 
the office of vice president ceases to exist until the next following 
presidential election, 


In other words, the office as presently constituted amounts to 
nothing more than a useless appendage, except and until the Presi- 
dent dies or is incapacitated. The incumbent is merely a bench- 
warmer in anticipation of that tragic event. 


: . Mr. Higgins, in calling attention to these 
Appropriate Time facts, suggests that now, when we find 
ourselves without a vice president, is an appropriate time for con- 
gress to re-examine the duties and responsibilities of the office, and 
enact legislation to meet the requirements of the situation. 


The vice president, he insists, should actually be an assistant to 
the president, as the title implies. Here is the way he puts it in 
the blunt language of a businessman: 


, ‘Let the senate elect its own presiding officer and have the 
vice president at the White House where he belongs, instead of 
listening daily to senatorial oratory which, interesting though it 
may be at times, is not sufficiently important to claim all the work- 
ing time of the No, 2 official of our government.” 


In a business organization, he points out, the vice president is 
an assistant to the president As such he relieves him of much of 
the burden and detail of running the company. Moreover, he gains 
a practical administrative experience which prepares him for taking 
over the direction of the company, if and when a change is made 
in the presidency, 


Training About the only training a vice president of the United 
States gets is through attending cabinet sessions. And 
even that is a comparatively recent innovation, 


If the office were something more than merely a title of suc- 
cession, there are many things an incumbent could do to make the 
presidency less exacting. If nothing else, he could relieve the 
president of the necessity of seeing so many people. 


The demands made upon a president’s time are enormous. No 
chief executive has eve een able to meet them. He could devote 
18 hours a day to conferences alone and never get caught up on 
the important requests that are made for his time. 


In addition to his cabinet and the various bureau and agency 
heads, a president has to maintain regular contact with foreign 
diplomatic representatives and the various party leaders in congress. 
Not only that, but he must be accessible to business interests and 
party workers from over the country. 


Finally, there are certain social traditions about the White House 
that must be maintained. It all boils down to just one thing: The 
office of president is so vast in its ramifications that no man should 
be required to carry the burden alone. Congress should make 
statutory provision for a proper division of authority. 


Now is a fitting time, as Mr. Higgins says, for our lawmakers 
to re-examine the subject. We have no vice president at the mo- 


>ment to consider in connection with the question, so that we can 


fit the office to the needs of the country rather than draw up 
specifications to fit the capacities of one man. 


The proposal is one that should commend itself to thinking 
members of congress.

to this day, no newspapers have 
been published, and no radio is 
operating, so the population does 
not know its status. No one in 
our part of Austria has read the 
San Francisco news, or except by 
word of mouth, has heard of the 
death of Hitler, Himmler, or Goeb- 
bels, or the finding of Goering’s 
huge loot, or Himmler’s million- 
dollar cache, or the rescue of 
-Schuschnigg, or the graphic ac- 
counts of Buchenwald and 
Dachau. 

The ‘military government pro- 
ceeded, as under orders applying 
in Germany, to disarm Germans, 
to track down war criminals, which 
is being done with admirable skill 
and the thoroughness of a purge. 
The offices, first at the top and 
gradually downward, are being 
cleared of Nazi officials, a move 
which also is being carried 
through conscientiously. 

Salzburg is the seat of munici- 
pal, district and provincial gov- 
ernments and the Nazi officers 
have been replaced by old Chris- 
tian Socialists which, before Hit- 
ler, was the dominant party here- 
abouts. They head the provincial 
government temporarily, since it is 
hoped to be able to obtain the 
release from the Russians of a man 
in charge at the time of the 
Anschluss who was highly popu- 
lar, but who was found in a Bér- 
lin cellar. 

But half a dozen citizens whom 
I interrogated in Salzburg had no 
idea even who the new mayor is. 
|The people are living in a po- 
litical vacuum, The only radio 
they can listen to is from Graz 
and Vienna, occupied by the Rus- 
sians, who put on liberation pro- 
grams interspersed with music. 

The problems of the military 

government are prodigious, encom- 
passing feeding the people and re- 
turning displaced persons who in 
Salzburg province vastly outnum- 
ber the indigenous inhabitants, in- 
cluding the tens of thousands -of 
Germans. 
Positive political activity was 
supposed to begin with the arri- 
val three or four days ago of a 
gentleman from the psychological 
warfare branch charged to start 
a newspaper and set up®a radio 
station. But he is not an offieer 
and is not a part of the military 
government and I have a strong 
impression he is not an envoy of 
real co-operation since his policy 
contradicts what already has been 
established, 

The State Department officials 
are hanging fire until the Rus- 
sians admit us to Vienna even 
though they are unrepresented in 
all places where we do gccupy, 
and the psychological warfare of- 
ficials seem to tie in nowhere. If 
under these circumstances Russian 
influence engulfs the American, it 


SALZBURG—A more prolonged 
visit to Austria convinces me, 
whereas the military have done 
a magnificent job and are still 
doing it within strictly limited 
objectives, our political policy is 
practically nonexistent and may 
yet undo the work of the mili- 
tary. 

Actually both responsibilities 
are in the hands of the military 
commanders and governments, but 
without adequate political direc- 
tives or with directives apparently 
contradictory to those which the 
civilian authorities are supposed 
to be carrying out, there is sim- 
ply no integration between the 
military and political authorities. 
The latter appear to be in the 
hands of such agencies as clutter 
Washington, none with a clear line 
to which it is djsciplined with the 
result that the agencies, even the 
individual ones, are pursuing their 
own policies in the same or dif- 
ferent places. 

This is obvious in the parts of 
Austria occupied-by our armies 
or in those parts, notably in Salz- 
burg province, which I have visited 
for longer than a stopover be- 
tween airplanes. 

The creation of a free and in- 
dependent Austria was an estab- 
lished policy at the highest levels 
as far back as the Moscow con- 
ference. Obviously that policy de- 
mands Austrian political organiza- 
tions and the population as a zeal- 
ous implement for it and, if pos- 
sible, a common _ procedure 
amongst the three great allies who 
are dividing the country for oc- 
cupational purposes between 
themselves and supposedly should 
have conjoined in its’ capital, 
Vienna. 

When our troops marched into 
Salzburg the tide already had 
risen and Salzburg was there to 
be taken flood. Whatever the 
previous leanings of the popula- 
tion may have been, the Nazi dis- 
aster produced an immense swing 
in public opinion. Throughout the 
city the Austrian national flag 
flew from almost every house and 
the Austrians who had been silent 
underground during the years 
after the Anschluss came out to 
welcome the American liberators. 
There could have been staged in 
those first days a general festival 
of joy which would have, tem- 
porarily at least, swamped the 
Nazis and given the change an en- 
thusiastic start.

Hoop Jr., handled by Eddie Ar- 
caro, led from the start in the sec- 
ond section and drew away from 
the field five furlongs from home 
and won going away with Alexis, 
a 3-to-2 favorite, second, and Sir 
Francis, which is not entered in 
the Derby, third.

only delay their arrival home. 

Soldiers will be given plenty of 
time to visit’ their families, ac- 
cording to col.

When GIs arrive at Atlantic 
ports, they go to staging areas 
with their units and within 48 
hours are ready to leave for re- 
ception stations and homé by spe- 
cial Pullman trains, Col,..Williams 
explained.

Farmers Rebate 
On Tractor Gas 


A bill to refund farmers’ part of 
the tax they pay on tractor gaso- 
line will be ready for debate in 
the Georgia house today. 

Representatives Smith of Eman- 
wel, Ray of Warren, Hand and 
Twitty of Mitchell and Roughton 
of ashington, authors of the 
measure, predict its overwhelming 
passage. Under the bill, farmers 
would be refunded four cents of 
each six cents they pay as tax on 
gasoline used in tractors. 

The gasoline sold for tractors 
would be colored, so state inspec- 
tors could spot it if it were used 
in automobiles. Farmers would 
have to show sales slips to prove 
they owned the number of trac- 
tors for which they were purchas- 
ing gasoline.” They would have to 

urchase the gasoline in 25-gallon 
ots and certify that they would 
use it exclusively in tractors for 
farming. They would have to file 
claims for the tax refunds with 
the state revenue commissioner 
every 120 days. Persons violating 
the terms of this act would be 
guilty of a felony.

Union Election June 13 


Following a National Labor Re- 
lations Board ruling from Wash- 
ington that the Reynolds Corpo- 
ration, of Milledgeville, is guilty 
of unfair labor practices, the lo- 
cal NLRB yesterday set June 13 
as the tentative date when em- 
ployes will vote on unionization 
by the CIO. 

The national board found that 
employers at the Reynolds plant 
had promoted a company union, 
the Workers’ Welfare Association, 
Inc., and had opposed efforts of 
the United Steelworkers of Amer- 
ica (CIO) to organize the plant. 

The board also found that a 
number of employes were dis- 
charged for labor union activity, 
and ordered them rehired and re- 
imbursed for wages lost during 
the period of unemployment. The 
firm was also ordered to cease 
supporting the Workers’ Welfare 
Association on the grounds that 
the company-supported union is 
not a “genuine and independent” 
collective bargaining agency.

Iran Demands 
Troop Removal 


By Big Three 


TEHRAN, May 30.—(4)—With 
the European war ended, Iran has 
demanded that the United States, 
Britain and Russia live up to their 
agreement to remove all troops 


from the country, was 
nounced today. 

The tripartite treaty by which 
Allied forces operated in Iran 
stipulated that they would leave 
within six months after hostilities 
ceased, and lIranjan authorities 
viewed the period as dating from 
the German surrender. 

Foreign Minister Sepahbodi told 
the Iranian parliament that iden- 
tical notes had been sent to the 
big three Allied powers. 

“We demanded that in view of 
cessation of European hostilities 
and in order to.restore a normal 
situation in this country, British, 
American and Russian troops 
evacuate Iran,” he reported. 

Russian and British troops en- 
tered the rich oil country of Iran 
Sept. 19, 1941, after joint notes 
had been sent to the Iranian gov- 


it 


ernment protesting against the ac- 
tivities of Nazi agents in the 
country. 


Reza Shah Pahlavi rejected the 
protests and refused to surrender 
or expel all Axis nationals. He 
abdicated Sept. 16 in favor of his 
son, Shaphur Mohammed Reza, 
and three days later British and 
Russian troops drove in from the 
north and the south, 

Americans joined in sending 
forces to Iran in 1942, when lend- 
lease supplies began moving 
across Iran to. Russia, and for the 
next two years a stream of tanks, 
trucks and aircraft poured into 
the Soviee Union by the Persian 
Gulf route, 

The Big Three meeting at Teh- 
ran in 1943 pledged postwar eco- 
nomic aid to Iran and agreed upor 


‘ithe “maintenance, sovereignty and 


territorial integrity of Iran.”

abandoned well beneath their 
home’s porch on April 26. < 


He married Mrs. Hiatt in Trini- 


‘dad in 1941 and came back to this 


country from where he shipped 
overseas in 1944. He last saw his 
young. son, Tommy, just before 
going to Europe. 

“It was quite a blow to me,” he 
said, “when I received the news 
of the death of my son -in Ger- 
many. I just couldn’t believe it. 
And although I realize the serious- 
ness of the tragedy, I am doing 
by my wife with the best of my 
ability. 

“I love her now just as much as 
I ever did. No matter what the 
outcome of this horrible tragedy 
may be, I will always love her. 
Nothing can change that and I'll 
fight for her until the last. 

“I am very grieved over the loss 
of my son, but I am thankful to 
God that I still have our daughter 
to make a future for.” 

He said he didn’t plan to stay 
in Greensboro “if God will give 
nit back my wife. I have too much 
respect for her to do that.” 

Hiatt soon will be discharged 
from the Army under the point 
system. He has 120 points to his 
credit. 

According to Greensboro police, 
the 24-year-old mother said that 
after they had found the baby’s 
body in the well of water, “I took 
the baby out of crib while*he was 
sleeping and put him in the well. 
He was still asleep. Then I went 
back to his room, picked up a 
broom and began sweeping. Every- 
thing went black. I fell across the 
couch. I don’t know whether I 
fainted or fell asleep. When I 
awoke I looked at the crib and 
started screaming.” 

Mrs. -iiatt told police that she 
put the child ir. the well because 
she feared that her sister-in-law 
and brother-in-law would take the 
child away from her. She said that 
her inlaws had kept the baby with 
them for 10 months. On April 5, 
Mrs. Hiatt was awarded custody 
of the child by order of the 
juvenile court. 


The child’s body was found in 
the well of water on April 26. Po- 
lice said that first Mrs. Hiatt re- 
ported to them that he had been 
kidnapped. Their first child, Ann, 
born in Trinidad, was at a nursery 
school at the time of the alleged 
drowning of the boy. 

Mrs. Hiatt said after her hus- 
bani had visited her in jail that 
“he told me not to worry and 
that whatever happens we are 


going to see this thing through 


together.” 

After their meeting, she said 
that her husband momentarily 
turned his back and “that tears 
ran down his cheeks.”

The situation began to sort it- 
self out the next day and troops 
and armor flowed across despite 
the fact that columns were snarl- 
ed in one of the biggest traffic 
‘jams of the invasion. 

When the order came down to 
exploit the bridgehead, everybody 
took to the roads at once. The 
confusion was magnificent to see. 
Columns were piled up for mile 
upon mile. An ordinary three- 
hour jeep ride stretched into sev- 
en or eight hours. As units were 


fed across the bridge, they were
